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THE OUNCE OF PREVENTION 


| Which the Doctors of the Constry have Met 


to Administer. 

Wasnixcroxs, December 10—The national 
board of health met here this morning in ac- 
cordance with a call which set torth the dan- 
ger to this country from cholera, and the im- 
portance ofadopting tho necessary precau- 
tions, The association is composed of ropre- 
sentatives from the health beards in ali parts 
of the country and the health officers of cities. 
There was a large representation present this 
mornipg, when President Erastus Brooks, of 
New York, called the convention to order. 

The president delivered an address, in 
which bo summarises the facts known about 
the cholera, its character and the method of 
its propagation and spread. He said that the 
record of mortality caused by the cholera, 
even in the past few months, was most start- 
ling. Little or no preparation 
had been made to meet the disease 
in Paris or London, although it had prevailed 
for a whole season in the south of France and 
Italy, and had swept away thousands of lives 
which might by proper precaution have been 
spared. Hereminded his hearers of the ter- 
rible mortality from cholera in the city of 
New Orleans from 1832 to 1855. The 
deaths from the disease during 
that period having reached 50,000. This ex- 
cessive mortality was awing, he said, to the 
bad sanitary condition of the city during 
toose years. Now, he said, thanks to better 
public opinion, and tothe efforts of the state 
and municipal health board, New Orleans 
is, perhaps, as well prepared to meet the chol- 
eraasisany of the large castern cities. He 
said that although the masses ofthe people 
mpy not be well informed as tothe character 
of the disease, the germs and their propaga- 
tion in the human body, in 
the soil and in the atmosphere, 
all know what filth is, and how it should be 
aud can be removed. He discussed at length 
the importance of making preparations to 
meet the cholera. 

The president read a letter from 
lings, informing the delegates that there are 
now inthe army medicai museum in this 
city, specimens of the comma bacillius re- 
ceived trom Dr. Koch, and extending to them 
an invitation to visit the museum. At the af- 
ternoon session, Drs. Stanbug, Rohe and Ray- 
mand, committee on disinfectants, 
appoinied at St. Louis, presented an 
important report on that subject, in which it 
is stated that most of the well advertised dis- 
infectants now on the market are utterly 
worthless and deceptis G.

Crevecann ©., December .10.—The press 
this evening published the following concern- 
ing the plenary council lately held at Balti- 
more. At the recent meeting of archbishops of 
Americain Kome, a suggestion with reference 
to the election ot ae was 
made and was acter upon 
at Baltimore. Heretofore, at , he demise 
of a bishop, the vacancy was filled in this 
manner: The bishops of the province wouid 
meet and select three names for the vacant 
bishopric. and forward them to Rome witli 
the indorsements to cach of dignuis- 
simus (most worthy), digmon (more worthy), 
end digna (worthy), end in most cases the 
candidate recommended as dignisimus would 
bechosen. The propaganda authorities super- 
vise these episcopal appointments and the dis- 
ciplinary government of the church, but the 
final approval came trom the holy father him- 
eelf. A decree was adopted at the late plenary 
couneil that hereafter a new mode of electing 
bishops will take place. 

THE REMOVAL OF PRIESTS. 

Heretofore the bishop of the diocese had full 
power te remove a priest from a parish, and 
the priest had no voice whatever in selecting a 
candidate for bishopric. Hergafter each bishop 
will appoint a court of consulters, composed of 
six priests of his diocese, . This court of 

riests will be irremovable. They will 

ave power to try cases with the bishops, and 
tach member will hold this very important 
office for life. Besides this, ten per cent ef

Then if 
the bishops of the province objects te’ one 
or more ofthe names on the priest’s list, the 
bishops can forward their objections, or Tf the 
choose, cen make up an entirely different list, 
sud send it to Rome. Rome then passes on 
the whole matter, But few cases could arise 
on which the bishops of the province would be 
likely to interfere with the will of the priests 
in the diocese in the appointment of their 
own bishops. This sy8tern attaches a great 
deal ot importance to the position of rector or 
consultor. : 
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REGARDING THE PRESS. 

The bishops are said to have concluded that 
in each province they will throw their united 
support in favor ef one of the Catholic pa 
of the provinee. It is also said that the bish- 
ops of the United States desire to see 
two Catholic dailies established, one at 
New York, the other at Chicago. The reason, 
perhaps, why the above has not appeared in 
the Catholic organs, is the delicacy of giving 
the news of the council before its work is au- 
thoritatively made public.
